(i) I's not specifically at issue in the appeal;

(ii) Is not likely to be affected by the outcone of the appeal

and
(iii) WIIl not adversely affect shoreline ecol ogical functions"

EFFECT: Specifies circunstances under which a | ocal governnent
may permt work outside a shoreland area to conmence in advance of
i ssuance of a shoreline permt.
